mote descendants of a wild race, 
that, so far as we know, have lived 


and propagated in South and Cen- |. 


_ tral America for several hundred 
years. They have been as wild 
aud as restless as the antelopes, and 
will so continue for generations to 
come. They resist confinement and 
submit with reluctance. When in 
stalls or close enclosures they fret 
and pine for their freedom, and are 
slow to put on flesh. Not so with 
the improved breeds. They seek, 


rather than resist the presence of 
civilization. 

Since the coming of alfalfa, and 
the knowledge that*corn can be 
grown in Colorado as well as else- 
where, it-has become important to 
consider how to mature cattle at 
an early age to obtain the greater 
profit. We will remark right here 
that it will make a material differ- 
ence in the profits whether a steer 
can be made to weigh 1,300 potinds 
as a two-year-old or whether he 
must be kept a couple of years 
longer to attain this weight. What- 
ever may be said of the Broadhorns 
or of the natives, climate, Winter- 
ing, ete, it certainly cannot be 
claimed that they mature as early 
as the improved breed. During 
the range era it mattered little to 
the cattleman whether his beeves 
went into the market early or late 
in life. Feed on the range was no 
object and there was no special 
economy in having cattle that ma- 
tured early. But when it comes to 
preparing Winter feed and pasture 
this is the only safe plan now on 

the cattle business can be 
done, and especially the one neces- 
sary in the settlements. 

Cattle feeding was not under- 
taken to any considerable extent 
in Colorado until three years ag0, 
and then many of the feeders fai ed 
to make money from error in 
selecting the cattle to feed. Those 
like Mr. Church, of Jefferson, and 
pe Cures of Boulder, who either 

ste ht or bred Devons,Shorthorns 
alloways, came out ahead, 
while those an fed the cattle from 
the plains came out behind. It took 
_two months oftime before the wild 
, brutes would éat in sufficient quan- 
tity to fatten them, and even then 
their roving nature caused them to 
trayel off what litile flesh they put 
on. It, therefore, suggests itself 
as most important that throughout 
our country where cattle are han- 
dled on the semi-civilized plan at 
least, that the improved breeds are 
he most profitable. :

The rodeos which will be in pro- 
gress during the next few months 
in every portion ofthe Territory, 
will give all stockmen an oppor- 
tunity to cut and send to market 
their beef cattle.
